Pope Pius XII, who marked the 
fiftieth anniversary of his priest- 
hood during the weekend, cele- 
brated a special Mass at St. Pe- 
ter’s Basilica in Vatican City “to 
expiate the crime of the enemies 
cf God”—the Communists. The 
Pontiff also led a regular Passion 
Sunday Mass. 


Vatican prelates said the spe- 
cial Mass of expiation was the 
first of its kind ever celebrated 
in the ancient basilica. This was 
the extra Mass for which the Pon- 
tiff called on Feb. 12, a few days 
after a Hungarian court sentenced 
Josef Cardinal Mindszenty to life 
imprisonment on treason charges. 

Two Associated Press dispatches 
from Moscow indicated that Niko- 
lai A. Voznesensky, deposed head 
of the Soviet Union’s State Plan- 
ning Commission, has also lost his 
job as a member of the Politburo. 


The dispatches, filed during the 
past two days, dealt with the 
eleventh Komsomol (Communist 
Youth) Congress in Moscow. Both 
listed the members and candidate 
members of the Politburo, the top 
policy making body for the Soviet 
Union, but omitted Voznesensky’s 
name. The dispatches, which 
passed through Russian censor- 
ship, contained no direct reference

: The Masters’ continuously keeps the 
Jones Advises Fans iStator in mind 

This year a booklet, written by Bob Jones, the President of the 
Club, will be presented each spectator. It is a book of suggestions 
on how to watch the tournament and the advice contained therein 
is worth the price of admission. 

“It is an accepted fact that walking 18 holes is more tiring 
than playing them,” Jones writes, in pointing out that the least 
satisfactory way of watching a medal play tournament is trudging 
around the course behind one particular pair of players. 

Jones suggests the first stop on the course be the vantage 

. point behind the No. 2 and No. 7 greens. 

“This happens to be one of the most attractive gallery 
centers I have seen on any course,” he points out. “Within 

a radius of 100 yards one may observe five scenes of action.” 

The former grand slam champion goes on to point out other 
spots of interest to spectators, explaining the kind of shots which 
are desirable and other technical points to watch for from the 


players. 
In conclusion, Jones makes a few 
Approach Shot Counts general comments of interest. 

“The Augusta National has much more fairway and green area 
than the average course. . In designing the course, our objective 
was to provide something ‘pleasurable for the average golfer, but 
also, testing for the expert. 
of famous holes on other courses... . 

“Our greens are of such generous proportions that it is 
not difficult to hit some part of them, but the combination of 
slopes plus speed introduces serious problems for the player 
who has failed to place his approach shot reasonably close 
to the cup.

Winston Churchill has gone back home on 
, 4 the Queen Mary, in comfort and in hope of 
peace. | . | 
One of my best memories is sailing on that same ship with him 
magpe! Firth of Clyde to Halifax, Nova Scotia, in the late Summer 
of 1943. 


For two days we had waited there in London, alerted. Every 
night, and sometimes by day, the air alerts went and the wailing 
sirens sounded. Now and then there would be the thud of*bombs 
along the estuary of the Thames. Now and then they would be 
closer at hand. : : 


Toni ht There came a night when they said, “Tonight.” We 
) g went through the dark streets to the station, dim in its 
eerie blue lights, and to a darkened train. I remember letting 
down my window in the compartment where I lay, but unable to 
sleep, and feeling the rain blow in my face. We were “under se- 
curity” and had been for two days, and I wondered where we 
would be going to begin the journey home. The train rumbled-on 
through the night, its thin British whistle flinging its challenge 
against the wet sky and the darkened towns where no lights 
showed to guide the.bombers. I don’t think I slept at all that 
night, but lay there in the dark thinking of the things and the 
people I’d seen—the Flying Fortresses and their. crews—the flares 
as they came back from raids—their dead and wounded unloaded— 
and the worrying over craft which did not return—the fighter craft 
and the rescue ships on the Channel... and how long it would 
be before invasion and victory. I got up now ..and then to look 
out into the night. :It was gray morning when we came into the 
great wet sheds of the station at Glasgow. 


Glasaow ‘t tained all that day and there wasi not much to see 

g in Glasgow. On dry days it is not a gay city. That 
night I remember I had a wretched cold and fever and went to 
bed without dinner, to toss and dream and sweat from a half 
dozen aspirins, unti] there was a knock. It was dawn. 


By then I knew we were to leave from Grennock. An early 
train took us there. On. the wet, wind-and-rain-lashed docks we 
saw the great gray ship in the harbor. All identity was gone from 
her, but she had to be one of the Queens. It was the Mary. 


A small craft took us out. There were 2,000 air troops aboard, 
Scots, mostly, going to complete training in Canada. That day 
passed slowly. There were signs in Dutch about the ship. This 
gave us a report we were going to do some mission for the Dutch 
Queen. The word was we would move at dusk. But we did not. 


Hammers All that day there had been the sound of carpenters 
hammering and sawing on the upper deck. It 
went on most of the night and into the morning. The carpenters 
were put on a small boat and kept there until Churchill was safely 
across. At noon that day as we ate, the doors suddenly were closed 
and locked.” When we came out we heard the news: Churchill 
was on board. There was then no concealment of it. He was 
aboard. So was his wife and daughter, Mary. So was the Ameri- 
can ambassador, Averill Harriman. The carpenters had been busy 
making over a suite for him and his party, taking out bunks and 
putting in beds. y 
Late that day as a wet dusk crept up the Clyde, the great ship 
began to move. It was full dark as we reached the mouth of the 
Clyde and they lifted the great submarine boom and net, and we 


' slipped out into the dark, soon to be swallowed up in the enormous 


cavern of the night. 


G Then it was that the gun crews—most of them American 
uns —went really on the alert. I saw my first rocket guns. 
Then it was that the greatest care was taken with lights and 
sentries watched the decks. Early the next morning two huge 
bombers broke out of the mists about us and flew with us for a 
while, circling. They disappeared and we were again alone in the 
wastes of tumbling, fog-obscured waters. Late that afternoon a gray 
cruiser appeared astern of us and she was there when night came 
and closed us out again. The next day there was rain and snow. 
Two Scottish pipers stood beneath an awning and played their 
pipes the whole afternoon through. I can still hear their skirling 
and smell the wet ship and the sea. Bombers came and went. By 
afternoon two destroyers appeared and plowed behind us, rising 
and falling in the. huge seas which ran. The next day it sleeted 
and snowed, and we were utterly alone all day. 


W C Many things had happened. We had seen Churchill. 

*’- His daughter was pleasant; walking every day on the 
decks. The 50 Scottish wives of Canadian soldiers, 48 of them 
with young babies, were getting worried about facing a new land 
and new relatives. We had seen nothing, though we knew many 
hunted us. 

. On the fourth day we slid alongside the dock in Halifax. I 
had somehow expected it to be New York. But Churchill was 
bound for the Quebec Conference. The next day our train passed 
through there, and I saw the turrets and the great pile of the 
Chateau Frontenac where the meeting was held. The next morn- 
ing there was New York. 


I found myself thinking of that great northern dash by the 
Queen Mary, with all her luxuries stripped out of her; with iron 
bunks, three tiers deep, in her cabins, and her bathtubs scratched 
from having been piled with the gear of the soldier and, perhaps, 
by his boots, as Churchill left for home. It was one of the least 
of his wartime journeys.

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New Labor Law May Disappoint Unions

Privately, labor leaders have become concerned over the prospects of winning 


the clear-cut victory they anticipated earlier this year. In the last few weeks a definite adverse trend 
has developed against them in the behind-the-scenes situation, particularly in the Senate. The out- 
look is still for some kind of new labor legislation, but it will be considerably short of union de- 


mands. 


The most likely outcome is a moderate compromise which will revise certain aspects of the 


Taft-Hartley Law, but will be far from the old Wagner Act sought by labor. 


Significantly indicative of the undercover con- 
cern of the labor forces is the quiet lobbying 
campaign they are now conducting on Capitol 
Hill. 


Hand-picked State delegations are being 
brought to Washington for the express pur- 
pose of making personal calls on their Sena- 
tors and Congressmen. Key opposition legis- 
lators are being particularly “pin-pointed” 
in this manner. 


Sen. Robert A. Taft, Republican, Ohio, has 
been the “target” of several of these worker. 
delegations, representing different major indus- 
tries in his State. The Ohioan is a key figure in 


the battle over the labor issue. He has expressed | 


willingness to amend the law, which he co- 
authored, but is firmly opposed to its outright 
repeal. His position has gained increasing sup- 
port in recent weeks, and he will play a deci- 
sive role on the legislation when it comes before 
the Senate. : ; 


Labor strategists are aware of this, and are 
quietly making efforts to win concessions from» 
Taft. One of the hand-picked delegations which 
called on him was made up of Ohio members of 
the CIO’s United Steel Workers. - 


The meeting was amicable but inconclusive. 
Taft told the union men that he is willing to ac- 
cept amendments to the existing law, but could 
not support the new bill reported out by the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee. This measure is known 
as the Thomas Bill, owing to its being sponsored 
by Sen. Elbert Thomas, Democrat, Utah, Chair- 
man of the Committee. 

Taft told the USW delegation that. he con- 
sidered their position inconsistent. 


“In 1947, when the Taft-Hartley measure 
was before Congress,” Taft said, “we asked 
Phil. Murray and William Green fo tell us 
what changes should be made in the Wagner 
Act. But both insisted that the Act was per- 
fect, that no changes were needed. Now they 
are supporting the Thomas Bill which con? 


tains important changes in the olf Wagner 
Law. a 


“Obviously, that act wasn’t pent. Other- 
wise, why are they now advocating. fhe Thomas 
Bill which amends the Wagner Acf#% It seems 
to me that my position is a lot mog@ consistent 
than yours. I don’t say that the Taft-Hartley . 
Act is perfect. I’m willing to make changes in 
it where such changes are justified. I feel my 
position is reasonable and fair, and I have every 
confidence that we can work out a law that 
will be equitable to labor and to management.” 

Another important figure visited by a large 
delegation was Sen, Clyde Hoey, Democrat, North 
Carolina. Forty members of the CIO Textile 
Workers called on him to urge support of the 
Thomas Bill. 

Hoey’s attitude was the same as Taft’s. Hoey 
declared he was against reenactment of the 
Wagner Law, as embodied in the Thomas Bill. 

“I cannot go along with the Thomas Bill in 
its present form,” Hoey said. “I don’t think it’s 
a sound bill. I feel that certain features of the 
Taft-Hartley Act are necessary for the protec- 
tion of the public, and that means labor as well 
as management. These desirable provisions 
should be incorporated in the Thomas Bill, and 
I intend to vote to do that.” 


It was also learned that labor strategists 
are becoming increasingly critical of the Ad- 
ministration on this legislative issue.

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| The House Reflects Our Jitters 
WASHINGTON—President Truman’s publicly dramatized troubles with Con- 
gress thus far have been. largely in the Senate. 


There was, first, the setback in the anti-filibuster fight which was followed, 
in*turn, by the campaign to reduce European Recovery Program funds, both pro- 


moted by Democrat-Republican -coalitions. 


In perspective, these skirmishes per- 


haps will be to have been exaggerated. But the President’s long-range difficulty is likely to 
be at the other side of the capitol—in the House—as has been the case now for some years. Presi- 


dent Truman has 
D. Roosevelt before him. 


There is a simple rule of thumb for this. For 
one thing, the winds of national issues that blow 
in national elections frequently do not penetrate 
into the cranny which is a Congressional District. 
Personalities and local issues often are predomi- 
nant. Sometimes, too, is there is general dissatis- 
faction with the way things are going, voters are 
apt to devote more attention to getting something 
in exchange. 3 : 

For another thing, a House member usually is 
more susceptible to pressure groups than is a 
Senator. Such groups can concentrate more easily 
ina onal District. In the area of a whole 
State, which is a Senator’s constituency, their in- 
fluence is likely to be diffused. The shorter 
tenure of House members also is a factor.. The 
average House member begins to run for re- 
election two years away as soon as he takes his 
seat and is constantly conscious that one or an- 
other pressure group may provide that block of 
votes that may defeat him. He is most sensitive. 

A survey of the temper of the House just now 
yields some very interesting symptoms bearing 
on all of this. 


Its temper is jittery. This is due, in part, 
to one of the most active campaigns in his- 
tory by presstire groups of all sorts, both for 
the President’s program and against it, 
which reveals itself physically in the greatest 
barrage of mail in a long time, much of it, 
of course, organized and inspired, but all of 
it ostensibly representing blocks of voters 
back heme. This prolific “write-your-Con- 
gressman” campaign undoubtedly owes 
something to the spotlight President Truman 
Played upon Congress in the last campaign 
and the pen-to-paper energy he released. 


Another cause of the jitters is the general 


, business situation. Members are plainly 


been frustrated in the House on his social and economic welfare program as was

ried about that. There’s no easier and simpler 
issue against anybody in office than bad times. 
But what to do is perplexing. 

Another disturbing influence is the disillu- 
sionment among some of the new. members—and 
there are many freshmen in this House. They 
came here fresh and eager to get lots of things 
done—tomorrow morning preferably—as new 
members have since our government was found- 
ed, and have run up against the delays and par 
liamentary maneuvers and over-all confusion. 
This is only normal, but it adds to the jitters in 
the House. 


An analysis of the Democratic Party in 

the House shows it is really divided into 

three groups—the right in the Southern con- 

servatives; the left in big-city Representa- 

. tives elected with labor support, and a mid- 

die group which is most numerous. All of 
_ this magnifies the problem of leaders. 


Typical of the zeal that harasses the leader- 
ship is that of the leftist, or labor, group which 
was hell-bent on sending the rent control bill 
back to committee to get everything it wanted, 
which would only have meant defeat of rent 
control, and their insistence on bringing in the 
Taft-Hartley repealer under a “gag” rule pre- 
venting amendments, an undemocratic procedure 
which’ the same group would have protested to 
high heaven on other measures, as, for instance, 
a tax bill. 

On: the other hand, there is the zealous cam- 
paign by the rightists to put over a substitute 
labor bill that would practically re-enact the 
Taft-Hartley Act, which is going to the extreme 
in the other direction. ; 

- These are some of the facts of life today about 
your Congress which it is well to keep in mind.

‘Careful Cal's’ Roof Repairs Dangerous 


WASHINGTON—The gentlemen didn’t exactly charge Cal Coolidge with ruining the White House. 


Not in so many words, they didn’t. 


But the implication was there: Cal was a house wrecker. 


Along in 1926, soon after Coolidge signed his second lease on 1600 Pennsylvania Ave., the roof 
sprung a leak. He wanted it fixed in a hurry, but the public building people took it up with the 
architects. The House Appropriations Committee put in its oar and first thing anybody knew, Cool- 


idge’s leaky roof was a $375,000 project. 


So the boys hauled $375,000 worth of steel 
girders and reinforced concrete, weighing nobody 
knows how many hundreds of tons, and installed 
same on the topside of the mansion. Without 
any thought of whether the ancient walls would 
hold the weight. 

According to the experts now testifying be- 
fore the Committee on Public Works, the White 
House has been collapsing slowly ever since, and 
unless they spend $5,412,000 patching up the 
place, it soon will become what they call a mag- 
nificent ruin. |

_ swabbed a little tar on the old roof instead 

of hoisting up so much ironmongery, the 

White House today would be about as good 
as it was before the British set fire to it. 


At this very moment, testified the pink-faced, 


tweed-suited Harry G. Hunter, the Assistant Com- 
missioner of Public Building, Coolidge’s roof is 
pressing with shattering force on the ancient 
' piers and turning their very bricks into powder.

However, the treaty, when rati- 
fied and enforced, will create a 
new situation in the world. Most 
diplomatic authorities believe, the 
Russians must cope with it either 
by adjusting their policies to a 
new line or taking action designed 
to disrupt the treaty or offset its 
effects. 

There has long been a belief 
that once the treaty was signed 
and reasonably certain of coming 
into force the Russians might try 
to take countermeasures in such 
border areas as Finland and in 
the Middle East. 

The Russians may act on an- 
other front too. The formal note 
which delivered to the main At- 
lantic treaty powers last week— 
and which the powers jointly re- 
jected Saturday—-may have been 
not only a propag-nda maneuver 
but also a way of legally stating 
their position. 

This position is that the treaty 
is aggressively directed at Russia, 
is a violation of the UN charter, 
and is in contradiction with Rus- 
sia’s treaties with Britain and 
France. 

If this is a basis of legal position 
for Russia, the Soviets may take 
at least two steps in the strictly 
diplomatic field—they may with- 
draw or threaten to withdraw 
from the United Nations and they 
may denounce their non-aggres- 
sion treaties with .'rance and 
Britain. 

What the best informed officials 
consider possible is that the Sovi- 
et. will employ the technique of 
war scares to try to divide and dis- 
courage the Western nations and 
strengthen the hand o. those who 
may contend that the West should 
refrain from strong action on its 
own part because such action 
might proveke Russia to the use 
of force.

THE MAYOR IS WRONG— 
The Hon. .Frank Zeidler is Mayor 
of Milwaukee, a city brought into 
focus during recent months by re- 
peated scandals among young peo- 
ple. Tragedy again has fixed the 
world’s gaze upon Milwaukee. In 
his dismay over the perplexing 
problems Mayor Zeidler exclaims, 
“Something has come over our 
young people.” 

Right there is where Mayor 
Zeidler is entirely wrong. Nothing 
has come over our young people; 
but something ‘has been taken 
from them. Inhérently our young 
people today are as good and fine 
as any generation of young people 
ever born. The 45,000,000. babies 
born in the world last year, and 
all the young people througk the 
teen-ages, are behind the 8-ball. 
“How are they behind the 8-ball?” 
you ask. “Don’t we give ’em bread 
to eat? Don’t we send them to 
school?” 


An eminent court, judge, before 
whom a boy was on trial for mur- 
der, said, “They have no moral 
concept whatsoever. ” That ex- 
piains Mayor Zeidler’s error. Noth- 
ing has come over the young, but 
something has been taken from 
them—the knowledge and fear of 
God Almighty.’ For more than 100 
yéars in America public education 
and: knowledge of God have sep- 
arated more and more widely, un- 
tif now they are divorced ’com- 
pletely.

With the issuance of the new 
figure, it was explained by Wil- 
liam G. Bell, the Bureau’s director 
of research, newspa and ad- 
vertisers have, for the first time 
since 1944, a total expenditure fig- 
ure based on actual measurements 
of space in a majority of daily 
newspapers representing an over- 
whelming percentage of total U. 
S. circulation. 


The year 1948 becomes clearly 
the third successive year in which 
national advertisers’ @xpenditures 
in newspaper space have estab- 
lished a new record. 


The 1948 figure is based on ac- 
tual space measurements of all 
national (“general” plus automo- 
tive) advertising carried by 908 
daily (including Sunday) newspa- 
pers published in 664 cities—with 
a combined weekday circulation 
of 46,151,000, or 88.3 percent of 
ths total U. S. weekly circulation. 
The only projection employed is 
that necessary to cover the re- 
maining 11.7 percent of the U. S. 
weekday circulation total. 

The grocery industry, which in 
many past years finished neck- 
and-neck with automotive as the 
No. 1 investor in national news- 
paper space, ran far ahead of all 
other classifications to record a 
$103,568,000 investment in 1948, 
up 142.7 percent from the com- 
parable figure for 1941, the last 
“normal” year in which expendi- 
tures data were compiled, the Bu- 
reau added. Its release today in- 
cludes the first breakdown by 
classifications of national adver- 
tisers’ spending in newspapers 
since 1944. 

Automotive advertisers came, in 
the No. 2 spot in 1948, with $59,- 
296,000, up 75.3 percent over 1941. 
Alcoholic beverages ranked third 
with $34,006,000, followed by toi- 
let requisites with $23,563,000. As 
an industry, however, the drug 
and toilet goods field, represented 
by both toilet requisites and “med- 
ical” among newspaper classifica- 
tions, would rank third, with a 
combined total of $42,459,000. 


Among the most spectacular 
gains, as compared with 1941 ex- 
penditures, were those recorded in 
newspaper space by radio (includ- 
ing both radio and television sets 
and broadcasters’ advertising), 
which was up 554.0 percent.to a 
1948 figure of $14,401,000; wear- 
ing apparel, up 459.3 percent to 
$8,681,000; industrial advertising, 
up 419.2 percent to $9,651,000, and 
housing equipment and supplies, 
up 330.9 percent to $19,913,000.

GUARD AGAINST BLOAT 
._ At this time of the year one hears considerable talk 
about bloat in cattle. The clovers are lush and growing vig- 
orously, the dews are heavy and there is considerable rain- 
fall, All of which adds to the possibilities of bloating. Too, 
there are more cattle on pasture now than during the Winter. 


You 


If you ask the professional ag- 


ricultural *ker about bloat, he 
usually teils you to see that the 
e imals are full of hay or grass 


before turning them on the pas- 
tures, or that they should not be 
tuined o. pastures when the pas- 
tures are wet: This is good advice 
but where does it leave the live- 


stock man who keeps his animals 
in the pastures at all times of the 
year? - | 

' There is another factor that 
enters into the dis ussion at this 
point; pastires are not the only 
cause of bloat. We have friends 
who sometimes find their cattle 
bloated on rations of ‘hay and 
grain. We have had cattle on pas- 
ture continuously all this Winter, 
including ladino clover. There has 
been no bloat until the past few 
days, and this has not been seri- 
ous. There were only five cows 
out of 60-odd affected by the 
bloat. We moved these to grass 
pastures and the bloating ceased. 


Friends ..ave ugs. ted a num- 
ber of remedies for relieving the 
animals from the cas pressure, but 
our neighbor, Korrad Purdy, of 
Holly Springs Farm, seems to have 
the most practical plan. He uses a 
round rubber hose about six feet 
long, and one inch in diameter, 
bevels one end of it, lubricates the 
hose with mineral oil and works 
, It down the cow’s throat and into 
her stomach. Deflation occurs at 
once.

ATHENS—“Members of one-va- 
riety cotton production organiza- 
tions in Georgia are eligible for 
free classifications services which 
enable them to sell their cotton 
to better advantage,” E. C. West- 
brook, State Extension Service cot- 
ton specialist, declared here. 
“One-variety producers can have 
their cotton classified as to grade 
and staple length free of charge 
and can have it put in the Gov- 
ernment loan program without a 
second classification,” Westbrook 
said. “Knowing the grade and 


staple length of cotton puts farm- 
ers in a position to sell for great- 
er profit.” | 
Approximately half of the cot- 
ton grown in Georgia last year 
Was grown in organized, one-va- 
riety communities. Around 15 new 
one-variety cOmmunities have al- 
ready been organized this year. 
One-variety cotton farmers re 
ceived an average of more than 
$18 per acre last year for the 
larger yield and premium quality 
cf cotton they produced. 
Farmers and ginners who are 


for assistance, Westbrook advised. 
All that is necessary for such an 
organization is that the agent con- 
duct a meeting of cotton grow- 
ers in the gin community and 
have them agree on the variety 
best suited for that community 
and elect officers for the year. 
There are no dues charged for 
‘membership and farmers are con- 
sidered members ag long as they 
continue to plant the variety 
adopted by the organization. 
Ginners are very important to 
the- success of a one-variety cot- 
ton organization, pointed out the 
cotton specialist, and their co-op- 
eration is essential to the success 
of the movement. 

It is mot necessary for farmers 
in a gin community to plant all 
their acreage to only one variety 
of cotton to be eligible to set up 
a one-variety organization and to 
enjoy the free classing services 
not offered to other growers, West- 
brook said.

It take 10 to 11 bu. of corn 
to produce 100 lbs. of pork. If 
you will furnish some grazing 
of Bermuda, Ladino clover or 
White Dutch clover this amount 
of corn can be greatly reduced. 

How many pounds of butter 
are there in 100 Ibs. of 4 per- 
cent milk? 


There are 4 lbs. of butter fat 
in 100 lbs. of milk. This will 
make 5 lbs. of 80 percent but- 
ter. 


How much nitrogen, phos- 
phate and potash does it re- 
quire te produce a 500-Ib. bale 
of cotton? 


It requires 75 lbs. of nitrogen, 
26 Ibs. of phosphate and 84 lbs. 
of potash or the amount of nu- 
trients in 450 lbs. of nitrate of 
soda, 130 Ibs. superphosphate 
and 140 Ibs. of 60 percent mu- 
riate of potash to produce a 500- 
lb. bale of cotton. This does
